Increase hikes FCSS funds

A recently announced in¬ 
crease in grants for FCSS agree¬ 
ments means local groups may 
profit from a windfall. 

John Oldring, provincial 
Minister of Family and Social 
Services, announced a 2.5 per 
cent increase in funding for the 
Family and Community Sup¬ 
port Services programs earlier 
this month. Money from FCSS is 
used to fund community based 
preventative social services 
programs. 

Leslie-Anne Murray, acting 


Didsbury FCSS Director, said 
the increase is a pleasant sur¬ 
prise. 

"It's not a whole lot but at 
least it's an increase and not a 
reduction." 

The 2.5 percent increase 
means funding for FCSS will in¬ 
crease to $14.15 per capita. 
Last year's per capita rate was 
$13.80. 

In total, Didsbury FCSS will 
gain about $3,500 on a 
$108,000 budget. But Murray 
said not all of that amount 
comes from the government's 


"When we do the budget, 
we look at the groups that ap¬ 
ply in the fall and then fund ac¬ 
cording to what they want," 
Murray said. "We don't spend 
all the money. Some communi¬ 
ties take all the money and 
divide it among the groups right 
at the beginning, but we find 
that ideas aren't always born in 
the fall and it is better to have 
some funding still available and 
so that other groups, who find 
they may be in trouble later in 
the year, have the option of 
coming back." 


Currently, the Didsbury 
FCSS funds about 12 programs 
Some of these include Moun¬ 
tain View HomeHelp, Lifeline, 
Help for Victims of Family 
Violence and before and after 
school care. Approximately 270 
communities in Alberta are 
under the provincial FCSS pro 
gram. 

Government sources say 
funding for FCSS has increasec 
by 300 percent over the last 1C 
years.

"The reason that we will 
get an extra $3,500 also comes 
from an increase in our popula¬ 
tion," Murray said.

Kate was with us for part of the long weekend in May. Kate is 
our niece/godchild, environmentalist, protector of the ozone layer, 
animal lover, sports enthusiast, budding writer, actress, and the 
enemy of litterers and smokers. She is also the holder of a valid 
learners licence which means that she will drive anything that 
moves. Fortunately we don't own things like backhoes and 
draglines. 

Kate has been a frequent visitor here since her birth nearly 15 
years ago. Entertaining her has never been a problem because she 
is a good "farm kid,” knows where things are and what is safe and 
allowed. When she was little she and her brother Lee explored the 
woods and creek, went on picnics, played with the cats and dogs, 
rode their bikes and had access to all the toys their older cousins 
had left in the playroom. In this family even part-time farm kids 
have to work, it's part of my survival technique, so as Kate got older 
she learned to pick peas, weed flower beds, get eggs, feed 
chickens, bake cookies and clean up. 

Kate's and my shared activities have changed over the years 
and it seems we have gone from tea parties and bedtime stories to 
driving lessons and social awareness in an awfully short time. An in¬ 
dependant young woman of almost 15 still wants to find the new 
baby kittens and cuddle them but she wants something that reflects 
her adult status too. What do you do with a bright, healthy young 
person once she has cut all the lawns, (on the riding mower of 
course), found the kittens, checked the owl's nest for golden eyed 
fuzzy babies, and hauled away enough garden debris that you can 
see she is reading the end of her patience. What I really wanted 
now was for her to help me pick up garbage from our road but I 
didn't expect her to greet this plan with much enthusiasm. Maybe 
if I could phrase the request in a way that appealed to her social 
conscience. 

"Honey," I said, "how would you like to help me address an 
urgent environmental concern?" "Sure," she said, "what is it?" I 
fiad underestimated her. Something we adults do too often I'm 
afraid. "There are some pieces of cardboard, some baler twine and 
a couple of plastic jugs in the ditch along our south fence," I told 
her, "If you help me we can clean it up in just a few minutes and 
t's something that's bothered me for weeks." 

I drove the truck and Kate jogged along the road, in and out of 
;he ditch and occasionally into an adjoining field. We did the 
whole mile, both sides and we half filled the box on the little pick¬ 
up. Besides the cardboard boxes and baler twine that I had seen 
from my passing car there were ice cream pails, 5 gallon pails, fast 
ood cartons, bleach and oil jugs, yogurt and juice containers, beer 
ind pop bottles and cans, plastic and paper bags, broken glass, 
arge pieces of lumber, newspaper, a teaspoon, and many, many 
cigarette packages. There were not, I am happy to report, any dead 
critters, disposable diapers or syringes. A lot of people drove by 
while we were out there. They smiled and waved, probably think- 
ng we were picking up beer bottles for money. It took us about an 
lour and that includes sorting, bagging and burning. We felt vir- 
uous and honorable and vastly superior to the slobs whom we 
were cleaning up after. 

"You know," Kate said thoughtfully, "only a few people throw 
heir junk out the window so if only a few people picked up, the 
vhole countryside would soon look great." 

"I guess there will always be people who throw out and people 
vho pick up,” I said, "and I know which kind I'd rather my family 
would be."

The Didsbury and District 
Recreation Board will be looking 
at costs to install basketball 
hoops in the Kinsmen Park 

Town Councillor Al Engel 
said the idea to put hoops in the 
park, located at 17th Avenue and 
23rd Street, is in the Recreation 
Board's master plan, but funds 
will need to be found to cover the 
cost. 

Besides hoops, concrete 
pads about 15 feet square would 
also need to be installed 

The Town of Didsbury will 
be splitting funds with Western 
Canadian Championship Wrest¬ 
ling for a wrestling match held 
last Friday. 

Town councillors had orgin- 
ally suggested that the Build Our 
Pool Society enter into the 
partnership for the evening of 
entertainment, but Councillor Al 
Engel said BOP had arranged 
only to run the concession during 
the evening 

Profits from the event will be 
split with the town 70% to 30%. 
The town's share will go into the 
Recreation Board's general rev¬ 
enue account 

Didsbury will have it's very 
own Mayday tree, only it will be 
in the Town of Lacombe. 

Council agreed to purchase a 
tree to be planted in a new 
Lacombe park after being solicit¬ 
ed for the project by the town's 
Canada Day Committee. The tree 
will be planted along with a 
number of others in a special 
park named after Roland B. 
Michener, the late Governor 
General of Canada 

The donation of the tree, 
which will be noted by an 
engraved plaque, is intended to 
be a living tribute to Michener as 
well as to honor Canada's 125th 
birthday. 

But not all Didsbury council¬ 
lors felt the tree planting ideas 
was a good one Councillor 
Neville Marshall voted against 
the proposal to purchase the $45 
tree. 

''I don't think buying a tree 
in Lacombe is going to do 
Didsbury any good," he said 

But acting Mayor Doug 
Sharpe disagreed 

"I think it's neighborly. And 
maybe if we do this we can get 
them to sponsor a [electrical] 
plug in the campground." 

Lacombe plans to plant 125 
trees in the park on July 1. 


The town is making apolo¬ 
gies to the Didsbury Volunteer 
F ire Department after forgetting 
to invite them to participate in 
the salute to volunteers during 
volunteer week. 

Councillor Neville Marshall 
said the fire department felt 
slighted by the oversight which 
totally ignored their contribution 
to Didsbury. 

Acting Mayor Doug Sharpe 
asked Marshall to take their 
apologies to the fire department 
for the mistake, but said it is 
sometimes easy to forget that the 
fire fighters in this town aren't 
paid for their work. 

"They are so close to 
professionals, with all their 
training and the way they act," 
Sharpe said. "They are volun¬ 
teers but they act like profession¬ 
als." 

But council did say the 
department should have been 
officially recognized during the 
week and hoped they would 
accept their apologies. 

Town council will be asking 
the town engineering firm to take 
a close look at the contract the 
town has with Metro Paving. 

Councillor Neville Marshall 
made the suggestion about the 
road paving crew that has been 
working in Didsbury for the past 
year at last week's town council 
meeting. 

"I am getting sick and tired 
of listening to people complain¬ 
ing and I think there should be 
some pretty stern direction given 
to that paving crew," Marshall 
said. 

Council said many com¬ 
plaints have been made over the 
crew's inability to finish one job 
before moving on toothers within 
the town.

Kudos to the Didsbury Lion's club for coming up with an ex¬ 
cellent proposal to start a recycling project in the Town of 
Didsbury. 

Russ Croft, one of the newer members of the club, was the 
organizer of the feasibility study and has put together a logical and, 

I believe, ultimately successfully plan for recycling paper, plastic 
and glass. 

The Lion's had originally been approached by town council to 
take over management of the newspaper recycling bin which had 
been sitting unused for quite awhile. But, in true form, the Lion's 
have been farsighted and created a plan that goes far beyond col¬ 
lecting newspapers. 

Under this proposal, the Lion's would manage the facility, 
funded by the town, which will collect, sort and sell normal landfill 
fodder such as paper—ranging from newsprint to colored bond, 
plastic jugs (like the kind they sell milk in), and glass. Croft is even 
researching creative uses for ground glass so as to create a market 
for the recycled product where one may not exist. 

The only stumbling block to the implementation of this project 
may be money. I'm not talking about starting up costs, but rather 
the ongoing revenue. The Lion's are proposing to use the revenue 
to pay other community groups for their labor on the recycling 
project, but they are concerned that town council may wish for a 
bigger chunk. Let's hope this doesn't get in the way of starting this 
worthwhile project when they present it to town council at their 
regular meeting on June 2. 

Speaking of environmental action—a meeting for Didsbury 
residents (and not just those who live within the town, but anyone 
who pays Didsbury taxes) will be held this Wednesday, May 28 at 
7:30 p.m. We will be discussing ideas about what we would like to 
see happen for the environment in Didsbury, both in the long and 
short term. If you are interested call me at 335-3301.

An unusual event has taken 
place in Didsbury recently, and 
I'd like to tell the readers about 
it. 

Who: Me, Yvonne Dick. 

What: I wheeled around 
Didsbury for three hours one 
night after school. 

Where: Eleven local busi¬ 
nesses, which were: The Library, 
Thee Coffee Shop, the Town 
Office, Books and Things, Royal 
LePage, Home Hardware, Ward 
Drugs, Esso, Videobreak, the 
Royal Bank, and IGA 

When: From 3:30 'till 6:30 

p.m. 

Why: (Now, what everyone's 
been waiting for. . .) because 
after I read Don F ifield's letter in 
the paper about lack of ramps 
and wheelchair accessibility in 
Didsbury, it started me thinking 
I thought for a long time 
(two-and-a-half weeks) and I 
decided to write a book about a 
girl in a wheelchair, told from her 
point of view, to show the people 
who aren't in wheelchairs that 
the people who are in wheel¬ 


chairs are as normal as anyone 
else, and can lead basically 
normal lives. I wanted people to 
get over their fear of people in 
wheelchairs and see them as real 
people. 

I wheeled around town to 
find out how accessible a small 
town is to residents ir: wheel¬ 
chairs, and tourists who will 
come in summer in wheelchairs, 
and found out some interesting 
things. 

First, the good news. People 
were for the most part willing to 
help lift me in and out of 
buildings, and I never had to wait 
long at a business before getting 
in The bad news is, part of the 
reason people were so eager to 
help might have been because I 
was a kid They might see adults 
as 'things to fear ' The business¬ 
es were, for the most part, not on 
street level. This meant that 
someone had to lift my wheel¬ 
chair into almost every store (I 
think if I was a tourist driving 
through this small town, or 
someone coming to live in the 
new housings that are going up.

A Firearm Acquisition Cer¬ 
tificate, commonly called a FAC, 
can be applied for at the RCMP 
Detachment However, if not all 
the criteria are met, the firearm's 
officer can refuse a FAC 
application. Should a refusal 
occur there are certain provisions 
under the Criminal Code of 
Canada which must be met 

Firstly, the firearms officer 
must notify the applicant in 
writing of his reasons for the 
refusal 

Secondly, the firearms offi¬ 
cer must advise the applicant that 
he has 30 days from the day 
notice is received to have this 
opinion referred to a Provincial 


Thirdly, the notice must be 
accompanied with information on 
how to appeal the decision Every 
FAC application is looked at 
closely and if one is refused it is 
for a good reason. 

Between April 29, 1992 and 
May 12, 1992, Didsbury RCMP 
responded to a total of 188 
complaints, 28 of which were 
criminal code related offences 
E leven motor vehicle accidents 
also occurred during this time 
period Thirty-five traffic tickets 
were issued as well as 16 written 
warnings. One person was 
charged with impaired driving

Spring farm income 
outlook projections 
released 


Realized net farm income for 
1992 is expected to reach $4 54 
billion nationally, up 40 per cent 
from last year and the second 
highest income since 1980. 

The announcement was 
made last week by Agriculture 
Canada economists in releasing 
their spring agriculture outlook 
for 1992. The revised farm 
income projections were pre¬ 
pared in consultation with prov¬ 
incial ministries of agriculture 
and Statistics Canada 

Economists attribute the 
increase to higher program 
payments offsetting lower market 
receipts and higher operating 
expenses. Forecast higher pay¬ 
ments are the result of large 
payouts under the safety net 
programs (CRIP and NISA), the 
farm income support programs 
(FSAM I and II) and the National 
Tripartite Stabilization programs. 

Total farm receipts are 
forecast to increase by eight per 
cent from the 1991 level to $23 
billion as higher program pay¬ 
ments largely offset lower live¬ 
stock receipts with stable crop 
eceipts. Total farm operating 
expenses, before rebates, are 
forecast to increase by two per 
cent to $16.3 billion in 1992. This 
marginal increase in operating 
expenses is the result of higher 


expenditures for stabilization 
premiums, feed, building and 
machinery repairs, wages, rent, 
property taxes and pesticides 
Provincially, realized net 
income for 1992 is! forecast to 
increase in all provinces except 
Prince Edward Island where a 
slight decrease (8.8%) is expect¬ 
ed Following two consecutive 
years of lower income, an 
increase of 74 per cent is 
expected in the Western prov¬ 
inces as a whole, due mainly to 
higher program payments. In 
particular, realized net income in 
Saskatchewan is forecast at $828 
million, up from $424 million in 
1991

'Jew injection process demonstrated 


Spring around the Olds 
College Farm may never be same 
again since the introduction and 
demonstration of a new liquid 
waste injection system to spread 
manure. 

Through the College's ar¬ 
rangement with Lambourne En¬ 
vironmental, of Eckville, the 
advantages of waste injection 
over above-ground application 
methods have been tested and 
proven 

Larry Arvay, College Waste 
Management Technician, de¬ 
scribes the process as both 
beneficial to the farmer and 
environmentally sound “Be¬ 
cause the liquid waste is injected 
four inches beneath the surface 
of the soil, you can control 
nuisance odors and potential 
water contamination due to 
run-off while enhancing the 


absorption of valuable nutri¬ 
ents,” Arvay explains. 

Lambourne Environmental 
Representative, Russ Ayers- 
Berry sees the Olds College F arm 
as an ideal candidate for the 
liquid sludge injection service his 
company provides. "The College 
Farm produces about two million 
gallons of liquid manure from its 
hog and dairy operations each 
year. All of this is already being 
land-applied to about 250 acres 
annually, which we feel can be 
further benefitted through this 
new system,” says Ayers-Berry. 

Under suitable conditions, a 
four-wheel-drive tractor with 
drag hose and tool bar set up can 
provide up to 8,000 gallons of 
liquid waste per acre injected 
four inches intothe top soil. "We 
found in using this system on 
most soil types, seeding can 


commence in as little as 24-36 
hours following the injections,” 
Ayers-Berry comments. 

While this innovative waste 
injection method is now being 
considered for future use at Olds 
College, many other waste 
management initiatives are al¬ 
ready actively being pursued. 

For example, about 3,000 
tones of solid manure is being 
composted on campus every year 
in a joint venture with Creenleaf 
Products Incorporated. In addi¬ 
tion, a 385,900 litre anaerobic 
digester is in use to process 
liquid dairy and hog manure, 
increasing nutrients available to 
the soil to breakdown solids, 
provide some odor control, and 
produce bio-gas. Yard wastes 
generated from both the Town of 
Olds and the College campus are 
being composted in efforts to

Environmental action group formed

A new environmental 
awareness group has been 
formed as a result of a meeting 
in Sundre earlier this month. 

Albertans for a Clean Envir¬ 
onment (A.C.E.) was formed by 
a group of concerned land- 
owners from around the prov¬ 
ince as a result of a meeting 
with famed environmentalist 
Andy Russell. 

A.C.E. interm president 
Doug Jones, who owns Stone 
Hammer Ranch near Sundre, 
said the idea to form an action 
group grew from a circle of 
friends, cattle producers and 
professionals, who had all ex¬ 
perienced some sort of environ¬ 
mental problem. 

"We kicked it off with the 
seminar we had with Andy Rus¬ 
sell a couple of weeks back in 
Sundre,” Jones said. "We 
wanted to see if there was 
enough interest. And from that 
we had a meeting in Rocky 
[Mountain House] last week 
and formed a charitable or¬ 
ganization.” 

Jones said A.C.E. will work 
in concert with a sister group 
formed at the same time. The 
Andy Russell Foundation will

take care of research and 
education programs on the en¬ 
vironment while A.C.E. will act 
as the action group. 

"I guess our goals with the 
creation of these was to focus 
attention on the problems be¬ 
fore it is too late,” he said. 
"Some people think it's already 
too late." 

While more organization is 
needed to put the group to¬ 
gether, Jones said one of their 
mandates is to fight for clean air 
and safe water—serious issue 
for those in the cattle industry 
as Jones is himself. 

"This is a billion dollar in¬ 
dustry and a renewable re¬ 
source, although some people 
might disagree with me," he 
said. "We are going to start in 
Alberta where we are fighting 
contamination problems right 
now and if interest is expressed 


from other areas and if we can 
help them, then that will be our 
direction." 

"There are laws that cur¬ 
rently exist to help protect our 
environment," Jones said. "But 
the problem is in the interpreta¬ 
tion, it's not always correct. We 
want to work as a group to 
make sure they are. It just takes 
a number of concerned people 
to make this work. Individuals 
just can't spend the time or the 
energy that's necessary." 

Jones said A.C.E. is still 
working on fundraising and 
policy development and plans 
to take a harder look at how to 
begin their work once the crea¬ 
tion process is over.

Hospital Corner 

M SINGLE POINT OF ENTRY 

The senior component of Alberta's population is steadily increasing. Although 
healthier life styles will minimize some stress on institutional requirements, long¬ 
term care placement will still remain a necessity for some individuals. The combina¬ 
tion of anticipated need for these services, with the financial restraints experienced 
by the health care facilities, has caused re-examination of resource management. In 
order to facilitate services to individuals with health care needs, a system has been created by which the individual, a 
family member, friend, physician or health care worker can access. 

For some individuals, their needs may be met through increased services delivered at home by present programs of 
Home Care, F.C.S.S. and/or other service organizations. However, to meet the needs of those whose care needs are 
greater, the waitlist for the facilities in the County of Mountain View is now managed on a regional basis. This allows 
clients to access the system on basis of need. This access is based on the following principles: 

1. The Single Point of Entry is based upon the principle that individuals wish to remain independent and care for 
themselves within the family and community-based environment for as long as they are able to do so. Community based 
services are considered to be the first level of care. 

2. The Single Point of Entry recognizes the importance of the family role in the delivery of services to the client. 
Throughout the assessment and placement process and the development of care plans, family members should be in¬ 
volved. Placement options aim to strengthen and enhance family support. 

3. The major focus of the Single Point of Entry is to serve the needs of the client and ensure that they are ap¬ 
propriately met. Rights of individuals and client choices will be respected. 

4. The Single Point of Entry strives to ensure that services are provided to the client in a streamlined and simplified 
manner. To avoid the inconvenience of dealing with a variety of assessors, assessment and placement services will be 
delivered by one worker. Case management should be an integral part of this process, to ensure that the client is not 
shuttled among care providers. 

5. The Single Point of Entry acts as a gatekeeper for the long-term care system, with respect to the coordination and 
delivery of long-term care services. 

Single Point of Entry ensures Long-Term Care is provided to clients with greatest need, not necessarily to those who 
have waited the longest. 

The waitlist needs/priorities follow the recommendations of Alberta Health which are in descending order: 

1. Urgent Placement from Community - Situation in which a crisis is encountered by or is imminent for an appli¬ 
cant living in the community due to a breakdown in the informal care system, or change in client status. 

2. Re-admittance to Original/Alternate Long-Term Care Facility from Acute Care Facility - Situation in which ap¬ 
plicants no longer require acute care and were former clients of the long-term care facility, or require a higher level of 
care than the originating facility can provide, necessitating placement in a different facility. 

3. Other Placement from Acute Care - Situation in which applicants are residing in an acute care hospital and 
have been assessed as requiring facility long-term care. Such applicants are placed in this category in the order that refer¬ 
rals are received. 

4. At Risk Placement from the Community - Situation in which applicants are residing in the community and 
have been assessed by the Home Care Program as "at risk" for facility long-term care, but are not in a crisis or vulnerable 
situation. 

Interagency transfers are considered special circumstances and are addressed as they are requested. With the rural 
Long-Term Care situation, many residents of the County of Mountain View accept placement in an alternate choice to 
meet their health care needs. As appropriate beds become available in the facility of first choice, efforts are made to ac¬ 
commodate these requests.

This poetic expression char¬ 
acterizes much of the thinking of 
many people They are over¬ 
whelmed by the changes they see 
taking place everywhere. And 
they are deeply convinced that 
most changes indicate a process 
of decay. 

Rapid and drastic change is 
largely a phenomenon of recent 
times. A century ago change 
wasn't so noticable because 
people lived in comparative 
isolation and communication was 
slow Life styles remained 
reasonably constant from one 
generation to another Suddenly, 
toward the end of the 19th 
century and then full force in the 
20th, change burst upon the 
world like an avalanche Auto¬ 
mobiles and airplanes put every¬ 
body on wheels or wings and 
shrank the world to a fraction of 
its former size.

CUTTING BACK ON MEAT 
CAN SAVE MONEY 

These days, with all the 
"doom and gloom" economic 
forecasts, many people are 
looking for ways to cut back on 
their food costs One of the 
easiest ways to decrease the 
amount of money you spend on 
food is to reduce the amount of 
meats you purchase By occa¬ 
sionally substituting vegetarian 
dishes for meats and incorpora¬ 
ting recipes that use only a small 
amount of meat in combination 
with other foods, you can cut your 
food bill and still consume a 
healthy diet 

Meats are an excellent 
source of high-quality protein. 
Plant sources of protein, such as 
whole grains, nuts, seeds, and 
legumes (i.e kidney beans, navy 
beans, peanuts and lentils) are by 
themselves poor quality proteins. 
However, if the proper combina¬ 
tions of plant proteins are 
consumed together, the protein 
provided is just as good as if meat 
were eaten Some practical 
examples of combining plant 
proteins are: peanut butter on 


whole wheat bread; a Mexican 
meal of beans and rice; lentil-bar¬ 
ley soup; baked beans and 
corn bread 

Combining a plant protein 
with a small amount of animal 
protein is another way to provide 
high-quality protein. Examples 
include: cereal with milk; macar¬ 
oni and cheese; vegetable ome¬ 
lets; cheese souffle; eggplant 
parmesan; vegetarian pizza, and 
soup made with leftover meat, 
such as ham and bean soup

be healthy and help cut food 
costs.
